Sir: I have just read the article by Rev. 
John McCarthy, pastor of the Emmanuel Meth- 
odist Church, published in ‘Just-a-Minute” In 
the issue of the Post-Dispatch of the 8th Iinst., 
in reference to Legal Reform. The Rev. Me- 
Carthy argues with Christian solemnity about 
the great problem of reform in legal practice 
and procedure. He thinks the lawyers have 
failed in their duty in providing reforms for the 
present system. He argues that “The principle 
is that the law is for lawyers’; says “law is 
the substitute for arbitrary rule,” and then 
insists that the legal profession is failing in its 
duty to reform the practice. 

If Mr. McCarthy would try his hand in unify- 
ing the several hundred creeds, including the 
Methodist, that are all based on the labor of 
the gentle Nazarene, he might realize the job 
confronting the lawyers in their work of reform- 
ing the present system. There are 48 State 
Legislatures grinding out 48 books every two 
years, which piled up he would find to be about 
10 feet high with over 16,000 pages. If, as a 
side issue, he realized that there are at least 
56000 courts all trying to guess what these new 
laws mean, he would probably understand the 
task before the American Bar. 

One of the greatest difficulties with which 
the lawyers and courts are confronted is the 
imperfect flood of new laws that comes in the 
apringtime, Mr. McCarthy thinks that the laws 
are made for the lawyers. The truth is, the 
lawyers are constantly fighting the reformers, 
who are making a farce of the laws. No law- 
yer these days can tell a client what the law 
4ts.until he looks up a new Session Act, in which 
that 
probably require the opinion of the courts, 
before even the lawyer can tell his client what 
the new law means. The present effort of the 
Bar Association of the United States to simplify 
the practice shows that the lawyer is aiming 
at the best government for the people; while 
the Legislatures, preachers and reformers are 
constantly interfering with experimental)! changes 
and reforms that prevent the accomplishment 
of reforms that the lawyers have been seeking 
for years. 

In order to make myself clear, I will ask the 
Rev. McCarthy what he would do if there were 
48 States busy amending the Bible every two 
years and telling him where the Methodists 
get off?
